COURT PROCEEDINGS. 
DYER’S OPENING SPEECH. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 8.—The District At- 
torney. in opening the case for the prosecution, 
repeated the history of the conspiracy which wae 
organized here in 1871, stating it involved all the 
distillers and rectifiers, and Government officers, 
and employes here, aod bad its ramifications 
even in Washington. He cited several dis- 
patches alleged to jhave passed between Joyce, 
McDonald, Avery, and Babcock, to show that 
the two latter persons were engaged in the con- 
spiracy and corresponded with the conspirators. 
The dispaiches between Joyce and Babcock 
touching the appointment of Col. Constantine 
Maguire as Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue, after the death of Charles W. 
Ford, were cited, and Col. Dyer stated that it 
would be proved that, from that time on, the de- 
fendant furnished information to the Ring here. 
The investigation would reveal the frauds, 
for the reason that all revenue agents sent bere 
to examine affairs were either bought up on 
their arrival, or advices had been received here 
of their contemplated visits, and the opportuni- 
ty thus given distillers to straighten up aud show 


work. 

r. Dyer claimed that it would be clearly 
shown that Babcock not only had full knowledge 
of the existence of the frauds which were car- 
ried on, but that he aided the conspirators in 
their work, and received money directly from 
Joyce, who mailed it to him. Babcock and 
Avery were the two men at Washington who 
kept the Ring posted. Even after the indict- 
ment of Gen. John McDonald, Babcock, it would 
be proved, was in secret correspondence with 
him. The evidence, Col. Dyer said, would in a 
measure be circumstantial, but there would not 
be a ink missing in the chain. 

JOSEPH M. FITZROY

LOGOMACHY. 

A long argument ensued, during which Col. 
Broadhead said that the theory is, there was a 
conspiracy formed in 1871, embracing the Super- 
visors, Collectors, Special Revenue Agent, and 
others; that they went on making illicit spirite 
to the close of 1872, when there was a suspen- 
sion; then in 1873, the same parties went on 
again, and made more illicit whisky. it wasn’t 
necessary that they should meet ins room and 
lay their plaos.

BEECHER VS. BOWEN, 
New York Herald, Feb. J. 

Perhaps nine-tenths of the three thousand 
people who crowded Plymouth Cburch to the 
doors yesterday expected that Myr. Beecher 
would make some allusion to the letter of Mr. 
Dowen, and, although the great preacher did 
not directly allude to bis troubles, these curious 
and expectant people were not disappointed. 

Mr. Beecher read from the ninth verse of the 
twenty-seventh chapter of Acts to the fifth verse 
of the twenty-sighth chapter, wherein w var- 
rated the shipwreck and escape of Paul. The 
reading was characterized by great dramatic 
force, and in intonation and gesture the speaker 
gave a peculiar significante to the narrative. 
The story is strikingly adapted to the present 
condition of Plymouth’ Church, and the sugges- 
tive manner in which it was read gave to ita 
meaning so unmistakable as to send a ripple of 
excitement through the audience. This soon 
subsided, however, and the latter part of the 
leeson was listened to amid a silencein which 
the fall of a pin could have been heard. 

Paul, it will be remembered, admonished the 
céeuturion not to ship to Crete, because the voy- 
age would be with much hurt and damage not 
oaly of the lading aod the ship, but also of their 
lives. His admonition was disregarded, bo- 
ever. and the ship was lost. Just before the 
stranding of the vessel Paul again admonished 
the people upon it, telling the centurion and the 
soldiers not to desert the vessel, saying, Ex-

THE TARIFF AND EMPLOYMENT OF LABOR 

The, Tariff bill proposed in Congress cdn- 
tinues to distress the organs of the Protection 
Ring. They have made the most frantic ap- 
peals and have published the most extrava- 
gant statements of facts and theories. 

The United States have all the elements of 
a grand manufacturing country. They em- 
brace every variety of soil and climate; have 
the most abundant supply of metals, includ- 
ing gold and silver. They have iron, and 
copper, and lead, and nickel; they have the 
cheapest of coal in inexhaustible quantities 
deposited in all parts of the country; they 
have a perfect system of internal transporta- 
tion by water and rail, rendering the move- 
ment of raw materials and manufactured 
goods easy and cheap. They have, as no other 
manufacturing country has, cheap food and 
in abundance; théy have the advantage of 
all rivals to the extent that they furnish 
food to other nations. In regard to the great 
staple commodity, cotton, we have almost a 
monopoly. -We produce it of the best quali- 
ty, and, having but little use for it, export it, 
and the men and women who labor in the 
cotton-fields are clothed with goods manufac- 
tured of American cotton in Great Britain ! 
Thus, with the cheapest of raw material of all 
kinds in unprecedented abundance, with 
cheap fuel in inexhaustible quantities, with 
breadstuffs and meats produced at the very 
doors of the mills and factories, with un- 
equaled water-power, and, as asserted by 
the Protection organs, two millions 
of unemployed laborers, many of them 
dependent upon charity, and some of them, 
according to Pig-Iron KrLLxx, forced to be 
“‘ tramps,” we refuse to manufacture goods 
for export! We have the factories, the fur- 
naces, the mines, the mills, and the werk- 
shops, with the means and appliances to pro- 
duce iron, steel, leather, wooden, cotton, 
woolen, and other goods, in quantities and 
qualities not only equal to the supply of all 
the people of the United States, but to sup- 
ply the wants of other countries with as much 
American-made goods as are now sent to 
them from Great Britain. Why is not this 
done? Why do we work cotton mills, and 
woolen mills, and iron furnaces, three months 
at a time, and then close them, to re- 
sume after a while for @ brief period and 
close again? It is because we have an inad- 
equate market! Our factories produce more 
goods in three months than can be sold in 
six, and have to close until the surplus prod- 
uct is disposed of in some way. Im the 
meantime, the labor, being employed but a 
short time instead of continuously, is engaged 
in a chronic strike for wages higher than em- 
ployers can give. These laborers and their 
families, out of their scant and irregular 
wages, have to pay an enormous tariff tax on 
all they consume. The man has to pay on 
his boots a tax of 35 per cent; on his coat, 
vest, and pantaloons, 60 per cent; on his cot- 
ton hosiery, 50 per cent; on his undercloth- 
ing, 65 per cent; on his hat or cap, 50 per 
cent; on every article of furniture 
and bedding. from 40 to 125 per 
cent. For the clothing of his wife and 
children he has to pay a tax equal and in 
some respects exceeding that paid on his own 
garthents. If the wife ventures to purchase 
a.yard of ribbon, a piece of edging, or worst- 
ed buttons or fringes, she has first to satisfy 
a tax thereon of 75 per cent. If she ventures 
to purchase a common woolen shawl or a 
cloth coat, the tax is 100 per cent. That is 
the way labor is taxed,—taxed out of 50 per 
cent of its scant earnings. 

Now, how is the manufacturer tariff taxed ? 
He is taxed in like manner on the cost of his 


uses in his business. Two or three years 
ago, the woolen munufacturers of Rhode 
Island memorialized Congress, praying for 
relief, and in their memorial they set forth in 
detail some of the taxes imposed by the tariff

on their business, and the list is as follows: 


their payment.” They further added: The 
higher the taxes are on all the raw material 
that enters into the expense of making our 
goods, the more it pleases the foreign wool 
manufacturers.” 

These deadly taxes produce but little rev- 
enue, Like repressive taxes are imposed on 
the production of cotton goods, on silk man- 
ufactures, on leather and glass manufac- 
tures, none of which produce much revenue, 
but all help to so increase the cost of produc- 
tion that the foreign manufacturer who pays 
no such taxes at home can undersell us in 
every foreign market, and often at our very 
door. Henge we cannot export our goods. 
Now, the proposed tariff repeals a very large 
proportion of all the injurious taxes 
which enter into and increase the 
cost of manufactures in this country, 
and it largely reduces all the others. 
It proposes to so reduce the expense 91 pro- 
duction that the American manufacturer, 
having all the raw material at first cost, with 
the advantage of cheap coal and cheap food, 
may produce his goods cheaper than the 
British and sell them abroad. When our 
cotton and woolen mills and iron establish- 
ments can sell their goods in Russia, Tur- 
key, Central and South America, Mexico, 
Canada, China and Japan, and the West 
Indies, as cheap as they can be sold by the 
manufacturers of any other country, then 
the American manufacturers will have an 
absolute monopoly of the home market. 
When we can undersell the foreign manu- 
facturer, as we can do if our manufacturers 
be placed on an equal footing with them in the 
cost of production, we can undersell them at 
home, which is not done now, under excess- 
ive tariff taxation. 

Then, instead of having the country over- 
run with foreign goods, our own manufac- 
turers will produce not only for their exclu- 
sive market in this country, but for the mar- 
kets of the world. Instead of running mills 
on one-half or one-third time, the work of 
production will be continuous; the labor, in- 
stead of being half unemployed at beggarly 
wages, will have regular and steady work the 
whole year round; the wages of the laborer, 
instead of being consumed in paying tariff 
taxes on all he wears and uses, will be pro- 
portionately increased by having in his hands 
the money now taken for taxes to add to his 
comforts; and, finally, the two millions of 
men” so pauperized by Protection, instead of 
living upon charity or becoming tramps, 
will enjoy the luxury of continuous employ- 
ment, cheap living, abundance of food and 
clothing, and be contributors to the national 
wealth.

| date he is not only available for the Democ- 


racy of this country, but for the English 
Tories, the French Bourbons, the Spanish 
Carlists, the German Ultramontanes, or any 
other party in any other country of the 
world from Greenland to New Zealand. If he 
has any policy, he has never declared it. If 
he has any opinions, he concealsthem. If he 
has any backbone, he has never shown it. 
He is all things to all men; one thing to no 
one. Like all men of this class, he is un- 
reliable, untrue, and treacherous. Under 
Democracy would be a confession of weak- 
ness; his election would be a deplorable 
calamity. 

On the question of finance, which is one

REPEALING THE RESUMPTION ACT. 

The Rag-Baby organs have discovered a 
fresh “inconsistency” in Tun CHO 
Trrsung, and are making a wonderful noise 
over a supposed conversion of this paper to 
an opposition to specie resumption. These 
papers purposely fail to understand the dif- | 
ference between the substance and the 
shadow, between an actual, substantial, and 
permanent specie resumption, and an empty, 
insubstantial promise to resume. Many 
months ago TA Curcaco Tarox presented, 
with such force and earnestness as it pos- 
sesses, the fact that the act of Congress of 
January, 1875, eommonly called the Resump- 
tion act, was an inoperative and incomplete 
law,—one wholly inadequate to the purposes 
sought,—and that until supplemented by legis- 
lation providing the ways and means of re- 
sumption would be simply an instrument of 
mischief, as it fixed a date for the retirement 
of the Government currency without provid- 
ing for an issue of any currency to fill the 
vacuum. We insisted from the beginning 
that that law was commendable only in a 
sentimental way. It indicated a sound pub- 
lic policy, which, however, to be made 
practical, required further legislation. As 
long ago as the 7th of November, 1875, 
Tux Tarox presented a plan of legislation 
which we deemed the best calculated to ac- 
complish the resumption of specie payments 
on the day named, the Ist of January, 1879. 
That proposition was, that Congress should 
provide that, after a future day to be named, 
greenbacks should cease to be a legal-tender 
for all new contracts, but to remain a legal- 
tender in payment of all debts and obliga- 
tions contracted prior to that date. 
That the holders of greenbacks should 
have the privilege of funding them in thirty- 
year bonds, bearing a low rate of interest, 
and that, to prevent the contraction of the 
currency, these bonds, issued in place of 
greenbacks, should either be made inter- 
changeable for them or be themselves a legal- 
tender in any payment of debts where the 
greenbacks themselves would be a legal-ten- 
der. This legislation would not disturb nor 
destroy the equities existing between cred- 
itors and debtors; would permit the thou- 
sands of millions of existing indebtedness, 
contracted in depreciated paper, to be paid in 
paper, instead of forcing it to be paid in coin, 
or at an average of 15 to 20 per cent more 
than there had ever been any consideration 
given. On the Ist of December the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury recom- 
mended substantially the same measure. 

But what has been done, or proposed to be. 
done? Congress has been in session over 
two months, and nothing tangible has been 
proposed. Not one of the great financial 
statesmen has proposed any legislation of 
any kind to make the transition to specie 
payments or to give effect to the Resumption 
act. Noris there any prospect of any such 
legislation. The present Congress is evident- 
ly a President-making body. Those of its 
members who do not expect to be nominated 
by either party are marshaled under the 
banners of those who do, and, of all the can- 
didates on both sides, Gen. Grant is con- 
spicuously alone in a definition of his views 
and opinions in favor of resumption; all 
others carefully abstain from making gn 
record. N 

In the meantime, the Resumption act 

stands, in its incomplete form, a menace to 
the country. Already the country has drifted 
one year without sail, compass, or chart. We 
are now one year nearer the date fixed for 
resumption, and nothing has been done in 
preparation for it. The currency remains 
depreciated, and every day new contracts are 
made payable in depreciated paper. As we 
near the time fixed for resumption, the feel- 
ing of uncertainty becomes stronger. Con- 
fidence is being withdrawn. The banks are 
beginning to retire their circulation and lock 
up their legsl-tenders. Money is abundant 
and idle, but investments aré amall. Business 
men are afraid to borrow. Everybody is 
growing more nervous and anxious; loans 
and discounts are for smaller amounts and 
shorter terms, and the Resumption act, un- 
supported by any aiding legislation, abso- 
lutely threatens the business of the country 
with sudden and sharp contraction, ending 
in paralysis. 
If Congress means that there shall be re- 
sumption of specie payments on the Ist of 
January, 1879, let Congress at once provide 
the legistation necessary to make that re- 
sumption possible.

‘RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The House Committee on Commerce has not 
yet formally begun the consideration of the 
River and bor A iation bill, although 
the Sub-Committee to whom the subject has 
been referred has invited delegations from sev- 
eral States th which improvements are proposed 
to express their opinions as to the best manner 
in which the bill can be cut down. The esti- 
mates for next year, submitted by the Engineer 
Bureau, amount to $14,000,000. The Committee 
does not propose to recommend an appropriation 
of more than $4,000,000 at the utmost. 

5 NAVY PENSIONS. 

The sub-Committee to investigate the man- 

ement of the Navy~Pension fuud, of which 
Mulls, of Texas, is Chairman, has about com- 
pleted ite Jabors. The Committee found very 
little to report, except a statement of the ac- 
cumulation of the fund during the years of the 
War, and the manner in which the income of it 
has been expended. This fund now amounts to 
7140, 00, 000. the interest of which, with the annual 
appropriation from the Treasury made by Con- 
gress, is used in paying navel pensions. It has 
been suggested that a simpler and better method 
would be to cover this fund into the Treasury. 
and make the annual appropriation for naval! 
pensions, as it is now done in case of army pen- 
sions, but it is not probable that the Committee 
will recommend this change at the present 


session. 
ARMY CONSOLIDATIONS. 

The Military Committee have agreed upon a 
bill for the consolidation, reorgaaization, and 
reducing of the staff corps of the army. The 
supply service of the army is to be placed 
one head, and to attain this the Commussary, 
Quartermaster, and Pay Departments are to be 
consolidated. The ordnance and artillery are 
also to be consolidated. The Medical Depart- 
ment is to be cut down so that ite strength shail 
bear some proportion to the present force of the 
army as it existed before the War. The Adju- 
tant-General’s and Ins or-General’s rt- 
ments are to be consolidated, and the Bureau of 
Military Justice is abolished. The Engineer 
Cops is to remain as it is, excerpt 
thet the Secretary of War is prohibited from em- 
ploying civil engineers at high rates, and the

The tobacco, cut very fine, and disposed 
in long silky tufts of a paie tint, is 
laid in masses upon shelves and arranged 
with reference to its price and quality. 
The paiucipai qualities are four in number, 
namely : (sweet), orta (medium), doc un- 
akleu ( ty and sert (strong); and are sold 
at from 18 $6 20 piastres (from 38 6d to 4s En- 
glich) for an oon, -a quantity equivalent to 
about 2x pounds. These tobaccos, of gradu- 
sted \Suength, are smoked in chibouques 
or rolled to cigarettes, the use of 
which lact 18 beginning to be Very general in 
Turkey. tombeki, a tebacco destined ex- 
clusively for the narghile, comes from Persia. 
It is not cut like the other, but pressed, and 
broken in small parcels. it is of a darker 
color thau the other kinds, and is so strong that 
it cannot be Smoked until after two or three 
washings, and, as it is liable to seater, it is kept 
in glass jars, like @ drug. Without tombeki, 
the ile cannot be smoked; and it is 
vexatious thet this tobacco is very difficult to 
procure in Europe, because nothing is more de- 
licious of more favorable to poetic reverie than 
to inbale in gentle puffs, while seated upon the 
cushions of u divan, this perfumed smoke, 
freshened dy the water through which it 

and which reaches you after travers- 
ing a large circl@of tubing in which you en- 
tuine your erm like an Arab snake-charmer 
r his serpents.

AFTER THE STENCHES 
ONE MAN FINED. 

The first stroks of the vengeance decreed by 
the Board of Health against the stink-factories 
that have deluged the city with a perfume of the 
most abominable character, fell yesterday. With 
the opening of the South Division Police Court 
yesterday morning, Mr. S. D. Kent, representing 
the Chicago Packing and Provision Company, 
defiantly walked into the prisoner’s box and 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of maintaining a 
nuisance in the carrying on of their business. 
The institution is located in the Town of Lake, 
about half a mile south of the city limits. 

The first witness was Charies C. Tilden, a 
Health Officer of the Board of Health. He 
swore that his attention had been called to the 
place on different occasions by a strong 
smell, such aa nearly every citizen of 
Chicago is thoroughly acquainted with. 
His attention was particularly directed to the 
place on the 25th of last month, this time by an 
unusually strong smell. thick enough to be 
„ with a knife. He found 2 * process of 

ood-irying ay on toa very ge extent, 
and giving o tamed of foul gas having a 
burnt, dry smell, which he had always consid- 
ered unhealthy. These gases were borne to a 

reat distance with the smoke and the wind, 

the odor against which there have 
been so many complaints. The witness was 
then cross-examined by Mr. Kent. He acknowi- 
edged that he was entirely ignorant of the 
chemical composition of the smell. and could 
not say whether it was unhealthy or not, bat had 
always considered it disgusting. He could not 
tell whether the ‘emell was that of ammonia, 
pneumonia, or any other kind of stuff. 

Several other persons testified to substantially 
the same facts. 

Dr. Ben C. Miller, Sanitary Superiutend- 
ent, was then called to the stand. During the 
past #ix months he has bad but little time to at- 
tend to stinks, owing to the pressure of office 
duties, and consequently be knew but little of 
the complaint against the firm. He knew b 
previous investigations that the process of bl 
drying, when carried on at a iow temperature, 
gave off but little more than ammoniaca! gases, 
but when conducted at a high temperature it 
gave off that offensive burnt smell. As to its 
upbealthiness, he said that ammonia irritated 
the air passages, and that he had known 8 num- 
ber of cases where the smell bad brought on vi- 
olent fite of vomiting among ns in ill 
health. Scarcely a day had without com- 
plaints being filed in his office against the Pack-

r. 8. D. Kent, the President of the Compa- 
ny, swore that the institution bad no intention 
of carrying on a nuisance. The biood-drving 
done at their establishment was by the slow 
process, which gave off ammoniacai gases only 
and the machinerwwas now being constructed 
to do away with even these gases.
